DANCE HALL SUPERVISION 


The county board of supervisors pur- 


sued the proper course ^vhen it promptly 
rejected amendments to the dance hall su- 
pervision ordinance proposed before the 
regulations had a fair test. The proposed 
changes would eliminate cities and vil- 
lages from operation of the la^v and "would 
remove the ban on Sunday night dancing. 


Dance hall regulation resulted from 


evils which grew up in dance halls. It is 
historic that when people finally are 
aroused to action by abuses, the remedies 
they adopt are quite as drastic as the 
evils they attempt to cure. It is possible 
'that the future will show Outagamie coun- 
ty's 
ordinance too drastic in some re- 


, spects but thus far there has^ not been a 
fair opportunity to watch the law in op- 
eration. 


Equally important as a carefully pre- 


pared) law is careful''selection of dance 
hall inspectors. Success or failure of 
dance regulation in this county depends 
very largely upon the intelligence and in- 
tegrity of these men. Permits to hold 
dances are subject to their reports and if 
they countenance abuses which the ordi- 
nance was designed to correct the second 
situation will be worse than the first. 
Dance hall proprietors and the public will 
have occasion to be grateful for the law 
if the inspectors are ^guided by common 
sense and common honesty. 


SAND YOUE, SIDEWALKS 


The perils and discomforts of winter 


and icy waits fall heavily on the pedestri- 
an. It is he who comes into contact-with 
the active elements of the air and the pas- 
sive ones underfoot. }Iud, snow, ice and 
slush no less than the biting, frost-laden 
air or blinding snowstorm arc the hazards 
of the man, 
womau and child who walk 


on sidewalks. 


A sidewalk in a dangerous condition 


from ice is a shame to the householder or 
property-owner and something 
about 


which the pedestrian who has to traverse 
it feels, with good title, indignant. The 
joke about a fall on the icy walk is long 
played out and is something very serious 
in jts possible consequences, a peril that 
increases with the age of those who suf- 
fer from treacherous walks. 


The melting ice on the sidewalks be- 


gins the long process of thawing out the 
accumulated frost of many days, which 
layer on layer lias' hardened. The condi- 
tion from, this film-covered and uneven 
surface of ice or frozen snow is even more 
dangerous to the pedestrian than the hard 
level surface of ice. 
Every householder 


owes it to his fcllowmen to see that no 
such danger to ordinary traffic imperils 
those who pass his property. If the task 
of breaking up and removing the ice is 
too difficult there are many simple things, 
from sand to soda, that can be sprinkled 
on the bad places with a minimum of ex- 
pense and labor. 


The public is entitled to this common 


courtesy so essential to public safety. Any 
one selfish enough to ignore such a plain 
duty shows a callous disregard for the 
society of which he forms a part, and 
more especially a disrespect for age and 
infirnnlv.

FROSTBITE 


There Is as much misunderstanding about the 


management of frostblto as there Is about tho 
significance of the stain or discoloration of tho skin 
by jewelry. 
A reader sent me tlfe formal pro 


nouncement of a "physician who opinell that the 
utain from some gold jewelry signified a dirty skin 
and tho remedy was moro time and' effort in tha 
bath tub. 


But anyy-school boy who has studied a little 


chemistry—and every school boy ought to study 
chemistry— knows how ridiculous the dcrctor's no- 
tion is, for some of the best gold will tllecolor or 
stain the skin of our very best people, if the gold 
alloy happens to contain some silver, say, which 
reacts with the sulphur compounds In the skin oil 
or swe"at of a healthy individual to form silver 
sulphid". That's what happens to silver tarnished 
by ess yolk. Store need, of a little chemistry In the 
common school course. More need o£ a little phy- 
siology there, too, to neutralize the fishiology which 
the layman has crammed down his throat on all oc- 
casions 


I'm warming up for the proper first aid manage- 


ment of a case of frostbite. Let's play jrou've cod- 
dled yourself along for years until you'he pretty 
soft, and now being caught outdoors without your 
complete heating apparatus on a snappy day you've 
frozen your cheek or your ear. 
It first tingled, 


with the cold, then it grew numb, and somebody no- 
ticed how blanched and white it looked. The tiadi- 
tional o'r almost classical thing to do, of course, is 
:o rub it like Everything with snow. But let's sup- 
pose it is such a. mild winter that there is 110 snow 
handy. Wouldn't that be a dreadful predicament, 
ndeed? Traditionally, yes, I suppose it would, but 
practically it would be all right. No snow is nec- 
cessary. No cold is necessary. Just use some pe- 
troleum or cold cream or sweet oil or anything that 
will serve as a simple lubricant, and gently knead 
and massage the ear or cheek until the blanching 
disappears and—then quit and call it a day, for 
v-ou've <jone quite enough and if you rub just a 
ittle too much you'll \cause more trouble than 
rou're aiming to prevent. 


As for the use of cold in the relief of frostbite, 


;here is absolutely nothing but tradition to sup- 
port that idea. Perhaps it grew out of the obsexva- 
ion that a little too much vigor in the way of treat- 
ment often seemed to bring on inflammation or some 
thing:. That is the danger of overdoing the thing-— 
abrasion of the skin and infection and a subse- 
quent inflammatory reaction. 


The first rule in the first aid for frostbite is, 


Son't get excited. 
Keep cool—but don't freeze to 


death for there Is-no advantage In overdoing the 
.mng in that direction either.
